DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 - 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 3, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a media reject device wherein the fixing member is a 
magnet mounted on the rear surface of the receiving space, for fixing the media reject 
box by a magnet force. 

With respect to claim 4, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a media reject wherein the door unit comprises a door 
panel movably arranged in the upper side of the media reject box, for opening/closing 
the reject hole, a locking lever connected to the door panel, for locking or unlocking the 
door panel according to the operation of the locking unit and a return spring for 
providing an elastic force in the reject hole closing direction by the panel door.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Imai 

etal. 

imai et al. teaches a media reject device (Fig. 3) of a media dispenser, 
comprising a media reject box (201) being positioned in a receiving space of a main 
body (6) and having a reject hole (slot in top of box) for inserting defective media, a door 
unit (202) for opening/closing the reject hole, and a locking unit (203) for unlocking the 
door unit when the media reject box is inserted into the receiving space and locking the 
door unit when the media reject box is separated from the main body. 

With respect to claim 2, Imai et al. teaches a media reject device wherein a fixing 
member (Fig. 1 5, 600, this unit slides out and is the fixing member that has a slot where 
the box fits and can be fixed within the media reject device) for fixing the position of the 
media reject box In the receiving space is installed in the receiving space of the main 
body.
